•I'LL tell vou one ihing. They 
didn't have big eyes or long, 
stringy fingers.* Frank Kaul- 
mann, 80. says of the aliens. 
'No ma’am, "fhese were trim, 
good-looking people.' 

In 1947. Mr Kau&nann and a 
handful of other men stationed 
at the Roswell army air field in 
New Mexico stumbled on what 
they say was wreckage of a 
spaMShip northwest of town. 

This year, on the 50lh anni¬ 
versary. Roswell is cashing in. 
'Something happened here and 
it’s probably the most credible 
' UFO event ui the world.' said 
' the mayor. Tom Jennings. 'We 
have taken that and developed 
' it into a whole new indust^ - 
lounsm.' Planned events in¬ 
clude crash site tours, a Crash 
and Bum Extravaganza derby 
and UFO lectures. 

Roswell, on the plains east of 
the Sierra Blanca mountains in 
ssathsasism Mew Mexico, ex¬ 
pects its 48,000 population to 
double as UFO believers, re¬ 
searchers and the curious flock 
to town for a 1-6 July golden 
anniversary of the incident. 

Although the army air field is 
long gone, replaced with an in¬ 
dustrial park and airport, what 
allegedly happened lives on. 

Mr Kaufmann. a retired in- 
.oiligcnce ijcnt, uu 
wakhed soldiers put live dead 
aliens into body bags and haul a 
damaged spaceship on to a 
flatbed truck. Glenn Dennis, a 
Roswell funeral home mord- 
cian. said he was asked to send 
several small, medically sealed 
caskets to (he annv base. U 
Walter Haut noxv IS, who was

the base public informauon of¬ 
ficer. issued a press release that 
a 'flying disc' had been re¬ 
covered. The next day a new 
statement caUed it a weather 
balloon.'! guoss they changed 
their minds.' he said. 

The story spawned numer¬ 
ous books and is considered by 
UFO buffs to be the biggest 
cover-up in US history. In real 
life, people usually drive right 
through Roswell, a centre of the 
state's oil and gas mdustry with 
tree-lined neighbourhoods and 
imiet parks- a nice place to live. 
M a ami om- lo visii. 

Whlle no aliens nave uuen 
spotted lately, strange phenom¬ 
ena have occurred. The Plains 
cinema is now a UFO museum - 
one of two in town - with a big 
flying saucer on the roof. A 
country and western band of 
alien figures cut out of plywood 
plays in Gingsberg Music s shop 


window. Michelle Watts, owner 
of Quilt Talk, is doling out her 
newly designed aliens and 
spaceships fabric. 

"This boom could go on m- 
definiiely. People just can't get 
enough of it." said Randhi 
Hesse as he rang up sales ofT- 
shirts at the Star ChUd gift shop. 
Interest dried up for a bit when 
members of the Heaven s Gale 
cull killed themselves in March, 
claiming thev were headed for a 
UFO. But ''ihal's all but for¬ 
gotten now.' said Stan Crosby, 
the anniversary organiser. 

•'.Ve don': oti a lot ol konks, ’ 
said Deon urosbv of the liuer- 
nauonal UFO Museum and Re¬ 
search Centre and Mr Crosby's 
wife. 'OK. there's this oid man 
who comes in and claims to be 
an alien ... But we see a lot of 
learned people, professors, doc¬ 
tors. professionals, interested 
in the phenomena.' - AP 
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li iii'i invasimi by tHlicr liiiinaii 
vinys dial lUc Israeli people Icar 
’:hc most hill ‘aliens' according lo 
ihcir newspapers who arc lull 
UFO siuhiiiigs and abduciions 
hy cxiraierrcsirials in egg 
shaped spaceships. 

The Maariv daily hcadline.s 
screamed. ‘TheGrcallnvasion' lisiing 
16 examples of UFO sightings in the 
past three months. 

.A week later Maariv said that 
hundreds stopped on a maior 
motorway to stare at what looked like 
an alien spacecraft doing loops above 
Tel Aviv before dawn. 

In fact an Israeli in his 60‘s who 
claimed he had been abducted by aliens 
on his way to the post office made 
instant fame being imerviewed on 
iclevisiun and radio. 

Seepiies believe that (he Israelis 
arc simply being swept away by the 
US pop culture especially films like 
Independence Day and the tv scries 
The X-Filcs. 

And Ariel Cohen, an atmospheric 
physicist at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem strongly insists that.'‘What 
we have now is hystcnca! behaviour". 

After having analysed a video 
footage of alleged UFO sightings he 
suggested the camera people had 
adjusted the focus to make subjects 
seem unnatural. 

Israel's airspace is known to host a 
secretive but earthly air force and 
Cohen is calling for the authorities to 
invcsiieaic such sightings and publish 
the scientific cxplaiiaiions that could 
be found in most eases.

It was one morning before dawn 
when Tel Aviv's police switchboard 
received do74;ns of calls from people 
who said they saw a glowing object 
doing loops over the suburb of 
Ramat Aviv. 

A police spokesman Gadi Doron 
said officers reported that they also 
saw a strange light m the night sky. 
along with hundreds gathered at 
the scene. 

Questions also linger over the case 
of Uri Sakhov. the retiree who was en 
route to the post office when he was 
grabbed by his hair and collar and 
pulled into an egg-shaped spacecralt. 

He said his captors were green, 
reached up to his chest and made 
unintelligible sounds. 

Scientists who analysed the yellow 
dust on Sakhov found it contained 55 
per cent aluminium and was different 
fitim aieasoil. 

Michael Kobi. marketing manager 
of the lab that examined the dust, said 
samples were sent to NASA, the US 
space agency. 

Kobi said its unusual composition 
suggested the UFO .sightings could 
not be easily dismissed. 

“If vou combine all the incidents 
logcincr, ihcrc ntiem be Minictiiinc 
there." he said.

Within a lew days of fhe line opening, he had 
calls from 12 people in one area alone who are 
convinced they've been apducted. 

"Almost all of the cases are remarkably similar. ' 
said Grahame. who's based in Dundee. "Victims are 
usually in bed and complain cf suddenly feeling 
paralysed in the middle of the night. 

"Some say they are surrounded by strange 
people and have a leeling ol floating off the bed. 

Suffer in silence 

"Some even rememper being In a brightly-llt 
room like a medical theatre being examined with 
probes. 

"Hours later, a mist seems to come towards them 
and they come round lying in bed. 

"Victims who have oeen abducted often say 
nothing about their experience tor tear of being 
ridiculed. 

"Instead, they suffer in silence, terrified that It 
might happen again. 

"Just talking to someone can make all the 
difference."
